Slowdown of U:S. economy 


shown as job growth lags 


Even before the Nixon admin- 
istration’s promised cuts in con- 
struction, the Labor Depart- 
ment disclosed that August em- 
ployment figures indicated a 
continued slowdown in the econ- 
omy. 

The national unemployment 
rate was 3.5 per cent, which the 
department’s Bureau of Labor 
Statistics called an “insignifi- 
cant” change from the July rate 
of 3.6 per cent which was the 


| highest so far this year.

Construction employment, 


iwhich faces a drastic cutback 
in the Nixon plan to reduce gov-

already is in a steep decline, the 
BLS disclosed. 

Employment in contract con- 
struction was down by about 
45,000 from July and by 95,000 
over the previous two months, 
primarily reflecting “significant 
declines in housing starts.”

Workers at the Kaiser Alumin- 
um can factory at Union City, 
who chose the United Steelwork- 
ers as their bargaining agent in 
a representational election in 
July, were on strike this week as 
management refused their pro- 
posal for area terms. 

A total of 160 men was in- 
volved. The strike began last Fri- 
day evening when swing shift 
workers walked out on learning 
that a federal conciliator had re- 
cessed negotiations because no 
progress was being made. 
KAISER OFFER 

Kaiser management offered 
terms of what it said was an in- 
dustry agreement, although a 
Steelworkers spokesman said the 
|union knew of only two plants, 
in Florida and Texas, which the 
Pact covered. 

Its wage rates were as much as 
| 50 cents per hour less than rates 
| in Bay Area can plants. 

A major point of controversy 
| was Management’s insistence on 
| scheduling the work week to be- 
gin during the calendar week, 
with the result that employes 
could work weekends for straight 
time. 

Management’s proposal was 
for time and one-half when em- 
ployes work overtime. Union 
negotiators asked for double 
time for all overtime as contracts 
in a number of Bay Area plants 
provide. 

The Steelworkers were chosen 
by a majority of the workers in

® The Teamster agreement re-

|fore seniority starts. Under Lo- 
cal 18’s contract, seniority starts 
compiling on the first day. 

® Under a Teamsters monthly 
pay plan, clerical-employes lose 
25 days pay per year. Local 18 
—— pay for every working 

ay. 

The Teamster pact permits 
discharge for “unbecoming con- 
duct.” There’s no such discharge 
Clause in Local 18’s agreement. 

“We were impressed with the 
quality and intelligence of the 
questions of the members,” said 
Abe Newman of the Central La- 
bor Council executive committee 
who has been assigned to Local 
18. 

“T think the interest shown at 
the meeting bodes well for the 
future of the local.”

‘Of the $30, about $13 could go 
+topay fora decreasing ‘term in- 
surance ‘policy. This sum could 
buy a policy worth about $25,000 
if the breadwinner passed away 
in the policy’ first year, and re- 


~ ducing amounts thereafter. 


The other $17 a month would 
go ifito a savings account or oth- 
er relatively safe investment to 
buy an annunity at retirement. 

AN ANNUITY is the opposite 
of insurance. Insurance pays on- 
ly if you die. An annuity pays an 
income as long as you live. When 
you die it stops. 

Individually - bought annuities 
are not theap. Group annuities 
bought through an employer, un- 
ion, fraternal or other organiza- 
tion cost less for the same ben- 
efits. These usually are the so- 
called deferred annuities. You 
pay into them while you are still 
working. 

Deferred afinuities also have 
the advantage of providing “tax 
shelter.” The interest earned by 
your. deposits is not taxable un- 
til you start getting the retire- 

‘ment: benefits. At that time you 
May not be in a taxable bracket 
oat all. 

Whether you pay into an an- 
‘imuity in advance or buy one out- 
“right at retirement, an annuity 

is the only way you can be sure 
you won’t outlive your savings. 
- HOW:MUCH retirement in- 
come cam you ‘buy ‘with savings 
of $17) a: month?»A man of 35 
“who puts: this much away at 414 
“per cent interest (after taxes) 
“would have $13,000 at 65. 

A typical annuity bought at 
age 65 costis about $1,300 for each 
$10 of monthly income. Thus 

*$13;000 ‘would buy an annuity of 


“about $100 a month. If you 


bought a joint and two-thirds | 


annuity, paying the full amount 
“while husband and wife are tiv- 
tng, and two-thirds of the sur- 
vivor, your costs would be a Ht- 
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tle higher—about $1,500 for each 
$10 of income. Your $13,000 then 
would buy a joint annuity of 
about $90 a month. (A joint and 
two-thirds annuity is the pre- 
ferred type). 

A man who starts saving later 
Would have to save ‘More or ac- 
cept a smaller annuity. For ex- 
emple, if at age 45 a man starts 
Saving $17 a morith, his fund at 
age 65 would be about $6,700 (as- 
suming the same 4% per cent 
yield). 

To accumulate the $13,000 the 
45-year old would have to save 
$33 a month. & 

This shows the vaiue of an 
early start. One man starting at 
35 needs to put away only $6,120 
‘to save up $13,000 at age 65. An- 
other, starting at 45, needs to put 
away $7,920 to end up with the 
same amount. That’s' because the 
| power ci compound interest goes 
to work carlier. 

IF YOU COULD not afford as 
|much as $30 a month for this 
|double-barrelled family protec- 
tion plans and could spend say, 
{only $10 a month for decreas- 
{ing term insurance for your fam- 
ily and $10 towards an annuity, 
| you still could aecumulate $7,659 
|in 30 years. 

It would be safer to aim for as 
|close to $13,000 as you can get, 


employer pension and must de- 
pend mainly upon social security. 
The gap between maximum s0- | 
cial security payments and mod- | 
erate living costs in retirement 
has been running about $120 a 
month. Maximum social security 
jbenefits payable to a retired 
| couple in 1970 are approximately 
$248 a month in comparison to 
present costs of about $370 for 
the standard retirement budget. 

If any of your present insur- 
ance is the type that has cash 
value, such as an endowment or 
whole-life policy, you can con- 
| vert it to an annuity at rates oft- 
len less than buying an annuity 
outright. You save the sales- 
man’s commission. Some older 
insurance policies have unusu- 
ally good annuity - conversion 
rates. 

Annuities usually are sold by 
the same companies that sell life 
insurance. But not all have -the 
same rates. You need to compare 
among a number of companies. 

Here are a few comparative 
rates among more reasonable 
companies for a man at 65 for 
an immediate straight annuity,

Getting Your 
MONEY'S WORTH 


Bacon is one of the least eco- 
nomical of foods. You discard, 
in the form of rendered grease, 
about four-fifths of what you 
buy. The cost, by the time you 
take it out of the skillet; may be 
$4 a pound or more. 


Most ‘bacon lovers can ‘take 
some solace in the thought that 
they don’t use bacon as a staple 
meat dish—something to make a 
meal of. It’s more a condiment 
—a crisp, flavorful companion to 
other foods. 


REALLY GOOD bacon is hard 
to find, according to Consumers 
Union, the nonprofit product- 
testing organization, whieh eval- 
uated 36 brands‘of bacon for the 
September issue of » Oonsumer 
Reports. 

Excellent bacon, the report 
Says, is rare ‘because fafnters in 
the U.S. just don’t raise the kind 
of hog that yields it. The best 
bacon comes from the center por- 
tion of the belly of small, lean 
hogs. Farmers find such animals 
uneconomical to raise. 

U.S. hogs are fed on corn, thus 
taking on fat readily and grow- 
ing bigger—too big and too fat 
for the best bacon. 

Farmers in Denmark, England 
and Canada are encouraged to 
limit the hogs’ ration of corn and 
to substitute more fibrous, less 
fat-producing feeds, such as al- 
falfa, bran and oats. Only bacon 
from Denmark is imported mto 
this country in sizable quantities.

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Rich weep for fear 
Hoophole :may be lost 


Giant oil companies are urging their stockholders to write 
to their senators. They want to generate a storm of protest 
against reduction of their $1,600,000,000 tax loophole known 
as the oil depletion allowaance. 

The so-called tax reform adopted by the House would 
reduce this loophole from 2714 per cent to 20 per cent. 

The oil company executives say they can't afford to lose 
this tax gravy. 

As the chairman of the board of one oil company wrote 
stockholders, these are the sort of things they weep about: 

Oil company profits have increased so far this year only 
half as fast as they did in 1968. 

For 10 years the industry has been averaging only 11.5 
per cent profit. 

The corporations have been “forced to borrow heavily” to 
keep on expanding. 

The real point is that they want you, the working man, | 
to keep on paying their share of taxes so stockholders may 
enjoy bigger profits. 

These same companies stumbled all over each other to 
pay the State of Alaska more than $900,000,000 in bonuses | 


just for the right to lease arctic lands presumably rich in oil. 
These same corporations have successfully fought to limit | 
importation of oil produced overseas because it could force 
down the price of gasoline—and profits. 
One wonders who should be writing their senators about 
this tax loophole—the oil company stockholders or the tax- 
paying motorist who is financing the loophole and the profits. 


The Alaskan oil shiekdom 


Alaska has suddenly become an American version of an 
oil rich sheikdom. And it doesn’t know what to do with its 
sudden wealth.

The state treasury got a $900,000,000 windfall last week 
in bonuses paid by oil companies for leases on arctic oil lands.

Nixon cutback 


‘wrong weapon,’ 
says Haggerty 


President Nixon’s order cutting 
back new federal construction 
projects by 75 per cent is “a 
“wrong weapon... being used at 
the wrong time against the 
wrong people,” declared Presi- 
dent C. J. Haggerty of the AFL- 
CIO Building & Construction 
Trades Department. 

Haggerty noted that Nixon’s 
plan wasn’t entirely clear to the | 
Building Trades and said he 
would withhold further com- 
ment until an analysis could be 
made. 


Nixon said he was ordering the | 


sharp reduction in federal con- 
struction as an anti-inflation 
measure that would “release re- 
sources for.home building where 
the need is great and where se- 
vere strains are already being 
felt.”

“The extremely high cost of 
money which is almost indefen-

ation,” he said, “than the wages 
of building tradesmen, which in 
most cases scarcely cover the in- 
crease in their cost of living.”

bishing was released Monday 
night by the Alameda County 
Central Labor Council to a com- 
mittee of the CLC secretary’s of- 
fice and involved unions.

Bay Area unemployment was 
at its lowest for any August 
Since 1960 last month but still 
was higher than the national 
rate. The rates were 3.9 per 
cent here and 3.5 per cent na- 
tionally. In California as a 
whole the rate in July was 4.5 
per cent. 


The cold 3.9 per cent figure 
meant 56,600 persons: wanted 
jobs. Employment set a record 
for any August at 1,410,500, up 
47,100 over August, 1968 and up 
12,100 from July, reflecting a 
seasonal jobs gains in manu- 
facturing, tourist-related ser- 
vices and fruit and. vegetable 
canning.
